2. Inventions 1 and III are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (NIPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case 
compounds of group I would be capable of preparation by more than one process, such as 
preparing example 12.26 on page 81 as opposed to preparing example 14. 1 on page 84. 
Inventions of group I and II are related as product and process of use The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 

§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the compounds of group I would be capable of more than one 
use, e.g. treating arteriosclerosis, gall stones, etc. Inventions of group II and group III differ in 
that the compounds employed in the methods of use in group II may be made in patentably 
distinct manner as seen in example 12.26, page 81 versus example 14.1, page 84. The above 
groups require separate search considerations and separate search strategies, which if left 
unrestricted would impose a serious burden on the office. 

3. The above groups themselves are inclusive of patentably distinct subject matter. 
Accordingly, along with the election of one of the above groups, the following action is also 
taken. 



4. Claim 1 is generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species comprising, for 
example, the compounds of (1) Example 12.26, page 81, etc., (2) a method of treating a disease 
using the compounds as in Example 12.26, etc. and (3) a method of preparing the compounds as 
in Example 12.26, etc. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species, even though this requirement is traversed. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 
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5. Upon the election of a single disclosed species (e.g. Example, page number and structural 
depiction), a generic concept, inclusive of the elected species, will be identified by the Examiner 
for examination. Moreover, whatever specific compound is uhimately elected, applicants are 
required to list all claims readable thereon. 

6. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more 
of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application.
